Ladies  .and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1958. 

The  vital  statistics  show  little  Variation,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Infantile  Mortality  which  rose  from  18  to  36  per  1,000 
live  births.  The  causes  of  these  deaths  are  tabulated  later  in 
the  report. 

Cardiovascular  disease  was  once  again  the  commonest  cause 
of  death  with  168  cases!  with  Cancer  coming  second  with  60,  of 
these  60  - 11  (all  male)  were  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus. 
The  only  death  from  infectious  diseases  in  1958  was  one  from 
syphilitic  disease.  This  is  the  first  year  in  which  tuberculosis 
was  not  shown  as  a cause  of  death. 

Infectious  disease  incidence  was  low,  the  only  disease 
showing  an  increase  being  whooping  cough  with  55.  Dysentery 
fell  from  263  to  21. 

Clearance  of  unfit  houses  under  the  5 year  plan  continued. 
Up  to  the  end  of  1958,  539  unfit  houses  had  been  dealt  with. 

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  have  received  some  at- 
tention but  the  continuing  shortage  of  staff  limited  the  scale  of 
operations. 

Atmospheric  pollution  received  increasing  attention  and  a 
volumetric  gauge  was  installed  in  November. 
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I am  grateful  to  the  County  Modical  Officer  and  other 
County  Council  departments  for  information  contained  in  this 
report. 

Thanlks  are  also  due  to  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector 
of  Blaydon  and  his  staff  for  assistance  in  compiling  this  report 
and  willing  co-operation  during  the  year.  The  Clerk  and  other 
Officers  of  the  Council  have  also  contributed  in  their  various 
ways.

Blaydon  is  also  a Railway  Centre  with  large  Locomotive  Sheds.

Tuberculosis 


There  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  . This  compared 
with  a total  of  three  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  in  1957. 

Death  Rate  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis  was  Nil. 

County  Death  Rate  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis  was  0.12 
per  1,000  population. 

England  and  Wales  - Death  Rate  from  all  forms  of  Tubercu- 
losis was  0.10  per  1,000  population. 

New  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year  number- 
ed 16  Pulmonary  (males  12,  females  4)  and  2 Non-Pulmonary 
(2  females).  In  1957,  17  cases  of  Pulmonary  and  3 cases  of  Non- 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

Durham  County  Council  provide  the  Ambulance  Service  for 
the  Administrative  County. 

Three  Depots  — Consett,  Stanley  and  Winlaton  serve  the 
Blaydon  District.  Night  services  (8  p.m.  to  8 a.m.)  operate  from 
Stanley  only. 

The  vehicles  at  Consett  and  Winlaton  operate  on  general 
service  duties  and  can  be  used  to  answer  emergency  calls. 

District  Nursing 

The  County  Council  is  the  responsible  Authority  under 
Section  25  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  for  the  provision 
of  a Home  Nursing  Service.  Any  requests  for  a Home  Nurse 
should  be  made  to  the  Nurse  resident  in  the  district  or  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer’s  Superintendent  of  Home  Nursing. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics 

Clinics  for  school  children,  maternity  and  child  welfare  are 
provided  by  the  County  Council  at  various  centres  throughout 
the  district. 

Dental  and  sun-ray  treatment  are  available  for  mothers  and 
children  at  the  Axwell  Parle,  Blaydon,  Clinic  which  is  the  main 
centre  in  the  district. 


Hospital  Provision 

The  provision  of  Hospital,  Sanatorium  and  Maternity  Home 
accommodation  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Newcastle  upon  Tyne 
Regional  Hospital  Board.

Four  Shops  were  registered  for  the  sale  and  storage  for  sale 
of  ice  cream,  bringing  the  total  number  registered  up  to  49. 

Three  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  ice 
cream. 

Twenty-six  premises  are  registered  for  the  manfacture  of 
and  sale  of  preserved  foods,  etc. 


Inspection  of  Food  Premises 

All  premises  where  food  is  manufactured,  prepared,  stored, 
or  sold  have  been  inspected  as  often  as  possible  during  the  year 
and  381  visits  were  miade  to  these  premises. 
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The  standard  of  cleanliness  in  all  food  premises  is  improv- 
ing and  in  the  main  the  standard  is  fairly  good.  The  shortage 
of  staff  is  still  reflected  in  the  attention  which  is  given  to  this 
class  of  premises  in  so  far  that  the  frequent  and  regular  inspect- 
ions which  are  necessary  to  (maintain  constant  supervision  over 
the  premises  and  personnel  engaged  in  handling  food  cannot  be 
sustained.
